Meets with Allen 
On First Project 


At a m eeting w ith a housing 
comm ittee of the AMVETS yes­ 
terday, W alter Z. Allen, builder 
of 95 homes under veteran’s p ri­ 
orities, announced that the price 
of the houses has been placed at 
$9700 and th at the ex-servicem en 
who w ere assigned a home under 
this project should come in im ­ 
m ediately and file an application 
for a financing loan. 
The m eeting betw een Allen and 
the V eterans of World W ar II 
(Amvets) followed action by that 
organization recently in naming 
a comm ittee to eall on prom oters 
of various veteran building proj­ 
ects in the Village to clarify their 
status. 


ANNOUNCEMENT 
that 
the 
homes would sell for $9.700 each, 
and 
it 
m ade 
no 
difference 
w hether they w ere two or three 
room houses, was m et w ith satis­ 
faction 
by the comm ittee and 
other veterans. „ 
One im portant question asked 
by veterans prior to the m eeting 
was w hen those who did sign up 
for a home and were assigned one 
by W alter Allen, would be per­ 
m itted to file an application for 
a GI loan. 
Allen said that these applica­ 
tions can now be obtained at his 
office in the Arcade building and 
that those veterans who w ere as­ 
signed a home to come up as soon 
as possible and fill out the appli­ 
cation. 


ALTHOUGH THESE HOMES 
are 100 per cent financed, A llen 
pointed out that, in addition to 
the first m onthy installm ent, cer­ 
tain other fees have to be paid 
which am ounts to approxim ately 
$351.00. The paym ents each month 
on this basis are $67.62 per m onth 
for 24 years. 
Allen told the comm ittee that 
lie 
would 
have 
been 
farther 
along in the construction of the 
houses if tile, hardwood, glass 
and other finishing item s w ere 
obtainable. Right now, he said, 
construction is being held up for 
lack of these items. 


NEVERTHELESS, he assured 
the AM VET com m ittee composed 
of Don Cameron, Bill Rnshall, 
Frank Bogert, Angus Morton, and 
Dr. Claude Church, th at every­ 
thing is being done to facilitate 
speed of construction. 
One point which the veteran 
group urged was that the first 
95 veterans to whom houses w ere 
assigned go into A llen’s office 
and fill out applications for their 
financing loans. 
It is expected that many of 
these 
first 
veteran’s m ay not 
qualify for these homes under the 
GI bill of rights, in that event 
the second 
w aiting list of ex ­ 
servicem en w ill be asked to come 
in, Allen said.
